Portsmouth High School 
was erected in 1908 on the 
corner of Washington and 
King Streets. The first gradu- 
ating class, in 1910, consisted 
of 20 people. In 1919, Ports- 
mouth High School became 
Washington Street School. In 
1917, the building became in- 
adequate, so construction ofa 
new school was begun on the 
corner of High Street and 
Fourth Avenue. Since this 
building was erected during 
World War I, it was named 
after President Woodrow 
Wilson. Upon completion in 
1919, many more students 
than anticipated entered the 
school, so many more rooms 
were added. The present day 
Wilson was completed in 
1955, and the old building 
was renamed H.A. Hunt 
Junior High School. On the 
morning of May 6, 1946, 
Woodrow Wilson High 
School (the present day Hunt 
[fe High) suffered severe 
damage from an early morn- 
ing fire. Classes were moved 
to Barracks “A” at the Nor- 
folk Naval Shipyard for the 
duration of the year. In 1947, 
classes resumed in the high 
school. In the fall of 1993, 
Woodrow Wilson High 
School will be moved to the 
present day Manor High 
School on Elmhurst Lane. 
Even though Wilson High 
School has occupied many 
different sites, the Prexie 
spirit has been continuous 
throughout the years.
